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k Here coming to my hands a Pamphlet 
W intituled Camparelle revived ; with 
a Poſtſcript concerning the quarrel 
' depending betwixt H.S.and Dr Aer». 
ret, and wondring there ſhould be a 
quarrel depending betwixt my ſelf, 
and any other perſon, having never 
wrote, or ſaid any thing againſt any ſingle perſon, I 
ſoon run over his Epiſtle to the Reader, and found 
Herry Stubbs ſubſcribed to it, who in other Papers 
ſtiles himſelf a Phyſſcian at Warwick, A perſon whom 
I never ſaw,but have ſeen Books of his writing againſt 
very learned and worthy perſons, and whoſe beſt 
arts have been imploied in wrangling with men far 
tter then himſelf, and therefore amongſt all know- 
ing perſons his Pen is no ſlander; Wherefore my re- 
ſolution was not to return any anſwer at all. But up- 
on ſecond thoughts, and by the advice of ſome other 
learned Friends andColleagues | ſoon diſpatched theſe 
Papers, which had come abroad three weeks ago, had - 
our Preſſes bin at leafure.

in proceſs of time by the Phylicians connivance, mul- 
titude of buſineſs, and toſave themſelves both trouble 
and charges,did permit and perhaps affiſtthem(as hath 
been proved in Exg/and they did) to procure them 
liberty of the States, to make and compound Me- 
dicines and that the Apothecaries are every where ſub- 
ordinate to the Phyſtcians, and that the þr ene have 
been by no ſtate reſtrained from making their own Me- 
dicines, and have inſpeFion and corredion over them ; 
we farther prove that as affairs now (ſtand betwixt rhe 
Phyſicians and Apothecaries in England, that they 
ought to make their own Medicines if they. intend. to 
ſupport their own Faculty and. the honor of it, and to 
wipe of all thoſe falſe aſperſions unjuſtly caſt upon 
them by the Apothecaries of London : and that this is 
the only way to adyancetheir skill in their own. pro- 
feſſion and in all Natural knowledg, as allo the avoid- 
ing the unſufferable charges ' impoſed upon our Pati- 
ents by the high Bills of the Apothecaries, and the uncer- 
tainties of our ſucceſſes by reaſon of their detratting, ſub- 
ſtituting, putting in falſe, decayed and unwholeſome in- 
gredients into our receipts, to the great diſcredit of our 
Faculty, and the unavoidable danger to the lives and 
bealths of the Sick, 1| fay this is the true ſtate of the - 
preſent queſtion, and therefore all Mr, St#bbe's pro- 
miſed ao{wer and triumph before his reaſons alleged, 
will be as impertinent tothe preſent bulineſs,as his pro- 


miſed diſcourſe concerning the Antiquitie of Apothe- 
caries : 
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caries : for the queſtion is not as he propoſeth it,what 
arguments have (wayed prudent Governours andPhy- 
fictans to. eſtabliſh the received uſage at ſuch times, I 
ſay when Apothecaries were bounded by the Laws 
and their own civility and intereſt; and where the 
Apothecaries were limited to a certain number from u- 
ſurping our faculty : but whether as things now ſtand 
in England, we ought not (think Mr.\Stxbbe will not 
ſay de Jure. we ought not) in prudence, and forthe 
publick good to make our own Medicines,for if he 
doth, 7 am'ſare there are few of his mind, and the un- 
dertaking of many in this City; and \ very many more in 
the Countrey, und many gratulatory Letters #0-me will, 
clearly evince the contrary. 194, 

In the next place I will conſider his advice givento 
the' Apothecaries in his Letter tothem; intheſe words; 
7 did therefore earneſtly recommend unto their conſde- 
rations an Union: Which recommendation whether 
the Apothecaries' have followed or no by tendering 
the Committee of the College ſome propofitions, and 
whether the projet be ſaith is mot diffecult, and whick-be 
would not intimate that the College would joyn effettnally 
therein, I ſay whether they were the effect of this Let- 
ter let-every man judge, and whether inferiors ever 
offered their ſuperiors propoſitions with ſuch boldneſs, 
and incivility z for having diſputed amongſt them... 
ſelves about - an hour ; whether they ſhould deliver 
their proportions before the College delivered theirs 
to them, or whether both ſhould deliver them inter- 
changeably (fwch pun@ilios have Princes with Princes, 
Ambaſſadors with Ambaſſadors , viz. equals with e- 
quals) at .laſt they did deliver theirs firſt, _ 

either 
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either Title, or Date, rudely written,and interlined. 
Their propoſals or humble defires were as they 
Phraiſe it. Firſt that the Phyſtians would not prepare, 
"or componnel Medicines as Apothecaries, to their preju- 
dice, and ſecondly that they would not deprive them of 
their friends and acquaintance, by pretence of any pri- 
vate Arcanum , 0r otherwiſe. And then they bunibly 
offer two things ; Firſt, that the Phyſicians would not 
only joyn together with them in a frequent ſearch of all 
that keep Apothecaries ſhops, and Secondly, im the pro- 
exring' of ar AG of ' Parliament for the' regulating 'of 
Phyſic, whereby to ſuppreſs all Empirics and illegal pra®@:- 
cers , and makers of Phyſic,as common enemies to both. 
Now let the confiderateReader judge by reflexion on 
what I have colle@ed from Mr. 8t#b5s, whether theſe 
are not the reſult-of his projet, Secondly how their 
humbly defire, and humbly offer ſuits with their dif- 
pute about the manner of their delivery, and whether 
their implying- of Phyſicians abilities to prepare and 
compound' Medicine z Crofleth not what they every 
where objeQA againſt us, and for which they have tra- 
duced 'us in Parliaments. _ And again' whether they 
imply not by their frequent ſearch of Apothecaries 
Shops, the increafing'frands of Apothecaries, becauſe 
they defirethat this ſearch may be frequent, having 
been formerly but once a year, and of late years 
none at all, and withall the abilities of Phyſicians for 
this ſearch, quite contrary to (their privately cryed 
up to unwary people, though difowned by them to 
all underſtanding perſons) - Lex Tationis, who ſaith in 
expreſs terms, P. 4+. the Law might as well have ſet 
two Shoemakers os Cenſors-to - jwtlges' of the 4pothbe-" 
220 2 
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taries Medicines, thoſe Cenſor: for the moſt part not 
underitanding the Tithe of the Medicines , and druggs 
in the Apothecaries ſhops, and p. 8. moſt of the Doors 
not underſtanding the tithe of what is commonly u- 
ed, | 

# Now to paſs by their tautologie of Private Arca- 
»umas much as to ſay red ſcarletzor Apothecarie Phar- 
macopens ; | will briefly conſider the abſurdity of the 
matter it ſelf, They dehre that Phyſitians will not pre- 
pare and. compound Medicines 4s Apothecaries to their 
prejudice ;, to which I ſay,we never intended to make 
them as Apothecaries,which 7 kave ſhewed in my View 
to be done ſlovenly Fulſomely of unſound and unwhole- 
ſome ſimples : But I ſuppoſe their meaning is,we ſhould 
not make them for our own Patients, and compound 
them, this being to their prejudice, though it be ne- 
ver ſo much for our patients advantage, for without 
this preparing and compounding, I ſee not how our 
Art can make any Farther progreſs. For I have 
ſhewed in my view, that the want hereof hath been the 
Cauſe our Art bath been at a ſtand, and gained no pro- 
greſs for ſome. hundreds of years; belides by this deſire 
they would have the. College renounce their former 
vote, that it was honourable for their members ſo to 
do, and alſo todiveſt our felves of one of the prin- 
cipal parts of our faculty maioly relating to the im- 
provement of our Art, 'and immediately concerning 
the lives and healths of our Patients. Again if they 
mean the College ſhould tye their members from doing 
ſo, they deſire that which neither Law,common ſenſe,nor 
reaſon will allow and which they cannot do, as well 
may the Chirurgeons delire that Phyſitians would: 
not 
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not diſſe@ bodies themſelves, to their prejudice and 
ſo deprive themſelves of two main branches of their 
profeſſion Anatomy and Pharmacy. Beſides this word 
as their prejudice) is of ſo large extent that it may be 

retcht out to deny a Phyſician power to make Me- 
dicines for himſelf, Family and Relations, ther which 
there's nothing more abſur d. 

A ſecond deſire is, that the Phyſitians will not de- 
prive theme of their friends aud acquaintance by the pre- 
tence of any private Arcanum, or otherwiſe, 1am glad 
to ſee that my view hath wrought them out of one 
piece of nonſenſe, viz, the calling the ſick their pati- 
ents; but yet obſerve how they Pride it above the 
reſt of the Citizens of London, of much better rank 
than themſelves, by diſdaining to call them Cuſto- 
mers. 

As to the depriving them of their cuſtomers, Thave 
treated largely in my Poſtſcriptin anſwer to Lex Tali- 
onis, and farther ſay that if the pretence of a private 
Arcanum were the onely cauſe thereof, I ſhould not 
wholy (all circumſtances rightly put) allow of it. But 
for their otherwiſe cloſeing up this (as to our preja- 
dice did the former) I have elſewhere proved by ma- 
ny reaſons this defire to be frivolous, and uncivil. 
For 'tis ſtrange if a Paton ds an Apothecary to le 
faulty in honeity or skill or both, or to a@ quite contra- 
ry to the preſcription of the Phyſician, or the Life and 
Health of the Patient, or that he hath not a good Medi- 
cine in his ſhop, or that he endeavours to diſgrace the 
Phyſician and remove his Patient to a good Apothecaries 
Phyſician ; that in theſe caſes , and in many other ſuch 
a theſe a Phyſacian ſhould not deprive them of their ac- 


quaintance. 
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uaintance, Next they bumbly offer that we would jo 
Sith them in a frequent ſcareh of the ſhops : this be 
hath ſome pretence for the publick good, bur in re- 
ality endeavors an advancing themſelves into an e- 
quality with the College. For whereas in the AG of 
Parliament the power is granted to the mo alone 
to deſtroy bad Medicines, and onely to take with them 
the Maſter and Wardens of the Apothecaries Company ; 
Bur here they humbly offer that Phyſicians woe rl 
thecaries may be joyned together, and be hail fellows 
well met. But if they refer this only to a frequent 
ſearch we are beholding to them for putting more 
—— loſs of time and bulineſs upon us; it 
being impoſſible for us to a&t by others, as'they do 
by their Servants. Beſides our. Corporation never 
gained any thing by their ſearches, but troubles, and 
Suits of Law and the particular Cenſors revilings, for 
performing their duties according to their Oaths in 
wes bn, 07 Medicines. But doubtleſs in a ſhorc 
time the Cenſors will more effectually perform the 
truſt herein, and with more boldneſs and a grea-» 
ter negle& of revilings, or other prejudices can ariſe 
to them from ſo doing. Nor is it to be expected that 
this ſearch will be performed as it ought to be, 
till the Company of the Apothecaris ſhall bid open 
defiance to our College, as they have, and doby 
clear conſequence, or till this ſearch fhall be made 
. by ſuch Cenlors as prepare their own Medi- 
Cines. 

As to our conjun@ion with them for the procuring ax 
AR of Parliament for the regulating of Phyſic. 1 ſap- 
poſe the Apothecaries mean not to be ſharers: with us 

| in 
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in this regulation, being a buſineſs beyond thefr 
Sphere and capacity, and only proper to our College, 
bat if theſe words whereby to ſuppreſs all Empirics and 
illegal praticers and makers of Phyſic, &c, explain the 
former, then I ſay we need no Ad of Parliament for 
this: Nor in our late addreſlesto this preſent Parlia- 
ment defired any ſuch power, and their Word illegal 
implies as much, and therefore 'twere fooliſh to de- 
Gre that we have already ; Nay, as I have elſewhere 
proved,that practizing Apothecaries are illegal pra- 
Cicets, by the expreſs Letters of our Charter,and Em- 
pirics, having noe lawful calling thereunto, but ſure- 
ly they mean not ſo ; ſo that all this ſeems to be but 
a blind to that which follows, viz. wrakers of Phyſic ; 
thisis the Alpha and Omega of their defires, the Al- 
pha excludes Phyficians onely, the Omega is Univer- 
ſal, makers of Phyfic; which whether it extends to 
Surgeons who by the Apothecaries Charter are allow- 
ed to make their own Medicines, and by all Lawes 
have right thereunto : and whom his Majeſty and the 
Merchants truft before the Apothecaries to furniſh 
their | Fleets and. Ships, and alſo to ConfeCtioners, 
Chymiſts, Diſtillers,to Ladies and Charitable perſons, 
that make Medicines for the poor and their þ nilies 
&c. I leave all thoſe that are concerned to judge, 
and the 'Apothecaries ro explain, all this being to 
theirprejudice, however this I ſay, it concerns not 
Phyſitians at all who make Medicines, but who pra- 
Qice with them ; neither have I heard of any Lawin 
any Countrey forbidding perſons to make Medicines; 
nor I think will itever be forbid : the Lawes one! 

provide who ſhall dire& them, or who ſhall diene 
| them 
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them in Shops. But how theſe makers of Medicines 
ate prejudicial to both I underſtand not. I confeſs 
with their HeQtorH 8 and their little Lex Talion#'twill 
' be mainly prejudicial to the Apothecaries, but 'till I 

du by Phyſicians themſelves how it will be 
prejudicial to them, 1 ſhall ſay no further hereghaving 
proved it in my view to be to their great advantage ; 
and ſhall onely add that theſe Overtures were highly 
reſented by the whole College at their meeting as in 
reaſon they ought to be. : 

LIpon the whole [ ſhall remark two things, Firſt, 
that they endeavour to ingroſs and monopoliſe to 
themſelves all the power of making Medicines, and 
thereby depriving Phyſicians of what is eſſential to 
their profeſſion, and their very Birth-right, and to 
ſuffer one of their hands to be cut off in the aCting pare 
'of their Faculty 3 and that in ſome things they in- 
deavour to gain a power equal tothat of Phyfitians, 
but not a word to gain the only thing we want, an a- 
bility to puniſh delinquents for ill praftice, which will 
ligtit moſt heavily on them if duly executed, . Se- 
condly, obſerve that there is nothing in their deſire 
but what was prompted by their Patron H.S, 

_ I ſhall now bible confegure at the reaſon of 
Mr. Stubbs beginning this quarre]. I underftand by 
ſeveral perſons and alſo by ſome Letters of his written 
to a Noble perſon, that civil women about Warwick, 
will not adviſe with him,ſo that he muſt ſhortly leave 
that Town ; add hereunto his reſtleſs nature and fre- 
quent ſhiftings from place to place, no where ſetled 
nor quiet may induce him to repair to London, in ex- 

peRation of ſome prattice from the A 
h tat 
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that he uſeth ſeveral infinuations to the College' of 
Phyſicians,perhaps in hope to procure of them a Li- 
cence to praQice there, which very wiſe men ſug- 
geſt he deſigns to do, the former is very-probable, 
and that he might become a good Apothecaries Phy- 
fician here, and that when he comes to Town he may 
have uſe of their Wives eſpecially Lex Talioni; Urgente 
neceſſitate, and in the next Edition of his Book ſet 
H.S$.after it inſtead of P.O.As for his defign on theCol- 
lege I ſuppoſe 'twill never take, for he tacitely grants 
(by his ſuppoſition and not confronting it) that heats 
and indignities had paſſed from the College to the 
Apothecaries. Beſides above 20 of their Society are 
members of the Royal Society alſo, al! which H. s. 
calls Coxcombes, Miterate, Impertinents, Comediants, - 
Ignorants, Ridiculons, &c. And more particularly 
that the number of Phyſicians in the R. $. will not a« 
mount to three underſtanding perſons , beſides elſe- 
where he nameth but three perſons of the R. S. of any 
worth, whereof the learned Dr. Walkiris one againſt 
whom when he was Library keeper he railed in moſt 
inveQive language ; ſo that there he excludes all 
Phyſicians from learning or parts,and therefore 'twill 
be as ridiculous in him to addreſs himſelf to them as 
he doth to make the RK. &. to addreſs themſelves to the 
Phyſicians. And now I come to the bottom of the 
Plot, betwixt him and the Apothecaries againſt my 
ſelf, as may appear by what hath been ſaid before 3 
and this clauſe proves.in the 22 page, The paſſage of 
Campanella being taken ont thence, hath occaffoned that 
breach in it , which 1 bave not now leaſure toredreſ(s,

of the late Dutch wars, the Plague, and Fire of London 
were leſs inconveniencies then the perpetuity of the R. $. 
that theſe Calamities admitted of ſome remedies here- 
after, but the evils they are likely to occaſion ns will ne- 
ver be correfed by any humane prudence, and I doubt- 
ed whether God would ſupport us by his providence, 
when they had debauched the Nation from all pictty and 
honeſty, 4s well as civil wiſdome, H. $. every where 
pretends ws though he be proved in print to have 
preferred alittle gain before his Religion, and faid 
toa perſorrof honour, it was not half a crown diffe. 
rence in what Religion he bred his Childreo, and for 
his Morality how he hath debauched ſome younger 

erſons, 'tis too long for me to recite. Beſides his 
inference out of Camparells that the R. S. arebring- 
ing in Popery, is ſo abſur'd that no freſh man of the 
Univerfity would own for fear of being rediculous. 
But to inferr ſuch a concluſion out of my Book, which 
hath neither a caſe (tated, nor a word of the Rudi- 
ments of Phylic,plaialy proves his extream malice and 
the exceeding weakneſs of his judgment. But H. S. 
goes 0n «nd if we might take an eftimate of his parts from 
that writing. If H.S. had pleaſed,or doth read Books 
of real learning and that on ſeyeral ſubjedts, he might 
have taken notice that my labours have ſome - eſteem 
with the learned pens of this age, and would have 
made another eſtimate of my parts, and that the Do- 
Qors can compoſe medicaments better then the whole 
Companie of Apothecaries; his offer not accepted of 
by them doth clearly evince, and hath been thought 
by his contemporaries,and colleguesto have not only 
ſtudied, but fully underſtood = method of Phyſic, 
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and that above 30 years-ago he underſtood the rudi- 
ments of that Noble Science,. and could ſtate a- caſe 
therein, or- elſe the Univerſities are to be blamed: 
for admitting-of him to his degrees, aud hereby. our 
College alſo is highly accuſed and ſlander for admit- 
ting one thus ignorant 20. years ago;. much. more to; 
have choſen him for ſo many years to be one of their 
Cenſors, and to. read. a Public Anatomy LeCure a- 
mongſt them 15 years fince :. in. which. he had fome 
opportunity to ſhew his skill in both, and I may mo- 
deftly. ſay. thoſe Pathological Lectures found ſome 
applauſe, as both the College Regiſter, and ſeveral 
Importunities for the Printing of them make manifeſt, 
and perhaps the publication of them ſhall declare. 
Add hereunto that the immortal Dr, Harvey was to 
blame in nominating with ſome Eulogy ſuch a pitiful 
Phyſician to be his Library keeper, who neceſlarily. 
was to converſe with learned forreiners and travailers 
in the Art: of Phyſic. Laſtly my.converſation hath: 
been, and frequent conſultations with the ableſt of my 
profeflion. But I am.too large on this ſubje@ , eſpe-- 
cially finding two worthy Divines Dr. Sprat and Mr. 
Glanvil traduced in their own profeilion by. this per- 
ſon (whoſe mouth nothing leſs then a Serjeant can.

put a caſe in Phyſic, becauſe he doth not ſet it down 
with all the circumſtances belonging to the diſeaſe 
it ſelf. And #6. 138. Amongſt other preparatives to 
the Bath I cauſed my ſelf to be let blood for my health. 
But to conclude, H. 8. uaderſtands cannot put a:caſe 
in Phyſic, becauſe he doth not fully ſtate the two pre- 
ſent caſes I judge to be very hard, and leſsto the pur- 
poſe to demontftrate out of a multitude of Eminent 
Phyſicians the badneſs of his: praftice in both caſes, 
whichis eaſy enough to doin his way.Certainly woman 
but would think this inference tobe more concluding 
thatH.$.is a ſubverter of the Monarchy of England,and of 
the repute of the Clergy, becauſe he faith in his Preface 
to the Hiſtory of the R, S. there were times wherein 
he thought it our intereſt ta do b«th. But then ſuppo- 
ſing (but not granting) the caſe had been ſtated (as 
'twas not by his own confeſſion) and Stated too amils; 
Certainly Gow one particular to reaſon univerſally ts 
a whole Science is moſt bruitiſh, Ithiok H, 8. would 
judge ſo if a man ſhould conclude by his rendition of 
good nature in Engliſh by »» homme de bonne nature, 
CT homme d'un box naturel, in French, which figni- 
fies no more then a man of good natural parts, orof 
his 'Evevis in Greek or Kanugzav0. I fay if a man 
ſhould conclude by H. $8, miſtake in this ſaid caſe that 
he underſtands neither French nor Greek and. is 

no. 
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o6 *Critic , I ſhould confeſs ſuch a concluder 
to be 'a fooliſh and malitious adverſary to him. 
And who would not laugh at a-perſon that ſhould con» 
clude a Smith'or other Tradeſman to be wholy igno- 
rant in hiswhole Trade and every part thereof; be« 
caufe he miſtakes inputting one caſe in his Art. But 
I trifle as well as he. 

Fourthly, His inference ſeems by himſelf to be far 
fetched,and unknown tome (astndeed it was) or elſe 

why ſhouldhe fay to his correſpondent ? if be (means 
iog my ſelf.) pleaſe to kxrow the ground of the ſuppoſition, 
tis thecaſe, &c. ' | 

Fiftbly, Tanſwer the nature of my Book required 
not the putting -down the caſe and all the circumſtan- 
ces thereunto belonging. And 'twould have been 
judged abſur'din a treatiſe of that natute to have pur 
a caſe of praQtice underſtood only by Phyſicians. If 
the Apothecary complain'd-of , had found himſelf 
aggreived, and had urged it, then indeed to have 
put the caſe fully might bave-been-expeCted, but not 
otherwiſe. But if-H. 8, will arraign -every Phyſician, as 
he doth me, for accufing Apothecaries (who are Empi- 
rics): of ill pratice, without putting the caſe home, 
fewPhyſicians would avoid thiscenfure of intollerable 
ignorance, Nay if Mr. S#bbes or any other had de- 
fired to have had the cale put , I ſhould not have re- 
fuſed to have done it. 

Sixthly, whereas H. 8. requires an account of many 
things, I fay, when I put that caſe to a Phyſician 1
